went on to say that these men had 
their banker accompany them to

(after three leading citizens were 


questioned by the F. B. I. they 
wore all charged with being Com- 
munists. . .The listener soaked up 
the stranger's malicious lies 
and 


didn't take the trouble to 
verify 


these unbounded statements . . .and 
so the rumor started and

spread like a prairie fire." 


Garner's story is timely, for we

in France 
Wissembourg, France, Aug. 7— 


(/P)—An international group of 300 
college students, calling for Euro- 
pean unity, smashed frontier bar- 
riers at the French<Jermfcn bor- 
der here yesterday. 


Armed with hatchets, saws and 


cans of gasoline, the s t u d ents 
split into two groups 
and con- 


verged at the border point, up- 
rooting the barriers and burning 
them in a nearby field. 


As the flames rpsi, the. green 


and white flag of the European 
movement — dedicated to Euro- 
pean unity — was run up above 
the blaze. 


The demonstration was held to 


impress delegates to the council of 
Europe, which is m e e t i n g in 
Strasbourg, some 35 miles south of 
here. 


The council now is considering 


taking West German and-the Saar 
into full partnership W e s t e r n 
foreign ministers huve voted 
to 


£ive them full membership, in the 
council's upper house, the com- 
mittee of foreign ministers.

U. S. Casualties 
in Korea Now 
Total 2,616 


Washington, Aug. 7 — (IP)—" The 


army announced today that con- 
firmed casualties of the Korean 
war through August 6 totaled 2,- 
616. 


Spokesmen said 153 were killed, 


1»590 wounded in action and 873 
Missing. 


f"The army feels very strongly 


about casualty r e p o r t s," the 
spokesman said, "because it is so 
close to the hearts of the Ameri- 
:ah people. 
'It was. added that the army al- 


ways waits to inform families un- 
til "we are postive." A briefing 
officer added that the total 
for 


missing in action changes' from 
day to day. 


The total today, for instance, is 


35 less than the number of miss- 
ing reported from the Far East 
yesterday. 


The army said it was not "try- 


ing to hide anything. We are try- 
ing to handle casualty notifica- 
tions in a dignified and consider- 
ate way." 


An officer said that the time lag 


in: reporting casualties 
will de- 


crease now that the front in Ko- 
fep is "more or less stabilized."

death's luminous candle . . . A 
lame girl with a 
twisted f o o t 


limps after them. . . 


A mother carrying all her house- 


hold belongings in a 
bundle 
on 


her head holds a 
baby 
to her 


breast and suckles him. . . Peas- 
ant children spread their wares on 
mats by the roadside. . . S o m e 
pause by rice paddy streams and 
bathe their bare and swollen feet 
worn raw by the stone r u t t e d 
roads. . . Still others like log-still 
in exhausted slumber. 


Over the straggling f i g u r e s 


rise storms of yellow dust stirred 
up by the churning w h e e l s of 
military vehicles.

;here's no fait pay scale. The pay 
;hen ranges from a minimum to 


maximum, depending on length 


of service. 


There are three groups in the 


army: 


1. The non-commissioned men: 


From recruit— the draftee or tho 
volunteer without p r e v i ous ex- 
perience—to- master sergeant. 


2. Warrant officers: 
A special 


group in between the non-commis-, 
sioned men and the commissioned 
officers. Warrant officers no ad- 
ministrative work or are techni- 
cal specialists. 


3. Commissioned 
o f f i c e r s : 


From the lowest, second lieuten- 
ant, to full general. 


Take the monthly pay 
of 
the 


non-commissioned men first— 


Recruit, $75; recruit after four 


months, $80; private, 
$82.50 to 


$120; private first class, $05.55 to 
$147; corporal, 
$117.60 to $191; 


Sergeant; $139;65 to $227; sergeant 
first class, $169.05 to $249; master 
sergeant, $198.45 to $294.

quarters, they get $45 to pay for 
their o.wn.

ilies, then they get $67.50 to pay 
for living quarters for their fami- 
ly.No man below the rank of com- 
missioned officer gets any allow- 
ance for food. The government is 
supposed to provide it. 


The warrant officers 
and com- 


missioned officer gets of all rank 
get a flat government allowance of 
$21 a month for food, if single, and 
$42 if married. 


All warrant and - commissioned 


officers get a government allow- 
ance for lodgings, whether mar 
ried or single. Thee amount varies 
by rank.

the married ones another, in each 
rank.
